The law governing the operation of 
motor cars is being amended in two im- 
portant particulars at the present session 
of the legislature. One of the new clauses 
provides that no person shall drive a car 
on a highway until he is in possession of 
a driver's license made out to himself. The 
other gives the minister power to refuse 
to license a car until he is shown that it 
carries enough insurance to pay any dam- 


uges which may be reasonably expected to 


result should it run over somebody or in- 
to another ear, 
Both amendments aim to make the 


automobile safe—or safer—for the public. 
Licensing the driver will not in itself do 
much, but it is to be supposed that before 
a license is handed out the applicant will 
have to show that he knows how to drive 
the car and is physically and mentally fit 
to be trusted with it on the street. Com- 
pulsory insurance of cars will end the pre- 
sent outrageous anomaly that a person 
who happens to be run down or run into 
must pay his own damage bills or hospi- 
tal bills if he is luckless as to be 
smashed up by a driver who has nothing 
with which to pay. These safeguards are 
so eminently sensible it fs'no credit to the 
legislature that they were not written 
into the law long ago.

THE HIGH SC HOOL SITUATION 
It costs the taxpayers of Edmonton 
$165 a year to educate an out-of-town 
student in the high schools of the city 
The student pays $80. The balance of $85 
comes out of the pocket of the city tax- 
payer as a net loss on the transaction. The 
schools are crammed, and we are within 
sight of the time when another one must 
be built. There are now 400 out-of-town 
students attending the high schools; 
enough to fill one ten-roomed building. 
The school board on Tuesday held over a 
recommendation from the superintendent 
that, in order to relieve matters, out-of- 
town pupils be accepted only from those 
districts lying close to the city. When, 
therefore the school board asks for money 
to put up another high school building the 
taxpayers may understand that the build 
ng is required to accommodate out-of 
town pupils, who are to be educated at 
less than one-half the actual cost of hous- 
ing and teaching them. 

In referring back the proposal the 
superintendent, trustees took the high 
ground that they could not be parties to 
Shutting off pupils in outlying districts 
from a chance to get a high school educa 
tion, That would be strong argument if 
it were based on fact, which it is not. The 
fact is that the parents of out-of-town stu- 
dents are on the average quite as well 
able to pay the cost of educating them
